For the aid of those who are unable personally to inspect the 
collection here catalogued we make the following remarks : 

This collection of the fast-disappearing little books and pam- 
phlets issued by Beadle and Adams, and relating to American 
pioneer life, character, conditions, exploits, stories, biography and 
history, was assembled through a period of twenty years by Dr. 
Frank P. O'Brien, a well-known Americana collector of New York 
City. During that work he went to thirty states and also visited, 
or corresponded with, all surviving authors of the material who 
could be found. Much valuable information thus acquired by him 
has been incorporated in the appended bibliographical notes. 

Practically all this material has heretofore been unknown to 
those interested in the pioneer life of the country. They may 
have known or heard that it once existed, but they have never 
seen it, either in the auction room, in public or private collections, 
or elsewhere. 

For that reason we have not, in footnotes, described the items as 
*Wery rare" or ** excessively rare," or ** hitherto unknown," or by 
saying **no other copy has appeared at auction for many years,'' 
as it is sometimes necessary and proper to do. That would have 
resulted in a monotonous repetition after practically every item. 

Instead, we have devoted footnote space exclusively to remarks 
that might enable those at a distance to gain more underst€tnding 
of the subject-matter of the items than could be obtained through 
titles alone, or to quotations from the text. 

In addition, we have thought it most desirable (both for present 
use and permanent bibliographical reference) to print in the cata- 
logue illustrations of the twelve types of publications of which the 
collection is principally composed. The illustrations will be of de- 
cisive help to distant bidders who are competing for the items 
listed, in enabling them to better visualize publications not hereto- 
fore seen or described. 

Each item belonging to one of the series illustrated is identified. 

Type A" under a book, for example, means that its general out- 
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ward appearance corresponds to the illustration entitled **Type A.' 

Every individual title, however, has certain features peculiar to 

itself alone. None of these books (of the 12mo or smaller types) 

was ever dated on the title-page. For such, the copyright dates on 

the title versos are necessarily used as the dates of issue. 

In any collection of unique character it is hard to define the in- 
dividual pieces of special importance. A book needed by one in- 
stitution or collector is not necessary to another. Nevertheless, we 

have ventured to mention the following as some of the items of

J. P. C. Adams, the author, was the nephew of **01d Grizzly," and was 
himself later known as ** Bruin Adams." (See ** Bruin's" biography, by 
Ingraham, No. 5 of this catalogue.) He joined **01d Grizzly" in the 
Bockies at an early age, and this book by him is a result of his life and 
adventures with his famous uncle. ** Bruin" was present in the mountain 
arena when ** Grizzly's" first bareback ride on Sampson (herein described) 
was attempted. Of this incident the author says: ^^Approaching the 
animal's side, the bear-tamer grasped the reins in his left hand, and 
without giving the bear the slightest intimation of his intention, vaulted 
on his back, and wound his free hand in the long hair to maintain his 
seat. The start and look of astonishment that Sampson gave was ludi- 
crous in the extreme." There were several other bears in the arena at 
the time, and numerous things began to happen at once. Type B.

Grizzly (James Capon) Adams, whose birthplace was Seneca Lake, 
New York, was perhaps the most extraordinary character in the annals 
of the pioneer west. If his qualities, character and deeds were not of 
indisputable historical authenticity they would not be believed. In fu- 
ture millenniums the quaint figure who went about the country riding 
on an enormous grizzly bear, with a second similar huge beast for a body- 
guard, will probably become a legend and finally a myth. 

This is the original edition of Powell's biography. It remained in 
print for two years, when it was succeeded (in 1884) by the following 
item.

For decade after 
decade his influence was ceaselessly devoted to exalting and preserving 
the deeds, speech, appearance and character of American pioneers, the 
conditions under which they lived, and the result of their labors. No 
other editor ever had so great an audience, and none has had so great 
an ultimate justification and triumph. The tales that he searched for, 
bought, and caused to be issued at five or ten or twenty cents apiece are 
today prized at many hundred-fold their publication price, and are 
guarded in morocco slip-cases.

This is not a newspaper in any sense of the word. It is a weekly 
magazine in newspaper form devoted to stories, narratives, personal ex- 
periences, adventures, biographies, recitals of pioneer work and other kin- 
dred material relating to American history, manners, customs and condi- 
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tions. Nothing else like it, or containing a fraction of its vast bulk of 
like contents, has ever been issued in America. The file was built up, 
year by year, by the publishing house, as part of its own editorial records 
and equipment, and was traced and secured by Dr. O'Brien after the 
Beadle firm had ceased to exist. 

It contains 1419 separate issues of 8 pages or more each, or about 
11,352 pages in all. Each page has 5 wide columns of clear, well-printed 
reading matter or illustrations, (no outside advertisements were accepted) 
or 56,760 columns, and each column of text contains about 1800 words. 
The entire collection, therefore, embraces some 100,000,000 words of text. 

A vast amount of the material existing only in this file should be re- 
printed or made available in permanent and accessible magazine or book 
form. There is not a Western State whose pioneer history and records, 
as herein contained, would not fill an important volume, and certain of 
them (California and Texas, for instance) are dealt with to an extent that 
would fill numerous volumes. Other individual narratives or features of 
great importance and value, which could be transformed into books on 
American history, will be referred to at a later point in this commentary. 

The description of the file, so far as its physical form and bibliography 
are concerned, is as follows: It begins under the name of the Saturday 
Star Journal with Vol. I, No. 1, on March 19, 1870. Continues under that 
title to and including Vol. II, whole No. 96, Jan. 13, 1872.

Whole number of volumes, 28 ; whole number of issues, 1419, of which the 
final 30 issues are unbound. It is printed on excellent paper which will 
endure indefijiitely, and showing practically no deterioration due to time 
alone. The only defects are a very few (perhaps 20 or 30) unimportant 
tears in pages, a few unimportant waterstains in two or three volumes, 
and one binding with back broken. Complete, and probably not existing 
in any library or other institution. 

Although no brief summary can describe the wealth, variety and value 
of the material in this item, some of the features are as follows: 

"Plains and Mountain Men," by Frank Triplett. A series of 15 con- 
tinued installments, aggregating about 60,000 words, and constituting one 
of the most important narratives of early Western life, conditions and ex- 
periences ever written. Existing, we believe, in no other form. Those 
having opportunity should inspect Triplett 's Narratives about Thomas 
Eddie and Jim Bridger, in Beadle's Weekly, Vol. II, Nos. 73 and 74. 
The story, in its entirety, discusses the lives and adventures of Isaae 
Graham* Old Bill Williams, Peg Leg Smith, the Sublettes, Jedediah Smith, 
Eobert McLellan, Bill Gordon, Eddie Bridger, Bill Bent, Rose the Rene- 
gade, Ramsay Crooks and many others. 

* * Border Reminiscences ' ' and * * Tales of the Border, ' ' by Bruin Adams. 
The material relating to Grizzly Adams, and relating to or written by 
Bruin Adams, would fill a big book. 

"Western Desperados," by Triplett. A collection of continued papers, 
constituting probably the best serious history of this phase of Western 
pioneer life in existence, and not elsewhere — ^to our knowledge — found. 
This series, of about 50,000 words, discusses Cole and John Younger, 
Jesse and Frank James, Jim Cummins, Jim Reed, Clell and Ed. Miller, 
Bill Chadwell, Arthur McCoy, Tom Little, 01 Shepherd, Thomp and Bud 
McDaniels, Wood and Clarence Hite, Bill Ryan, Dick Ldddle, Billy Black- 
moe, Murieta, Dave Poole, Bill Chiles, Charlie Pitts and dozens of like 
figures and their deeds. 

"Heroes and Outlaws of Texas," by Major Sam. S. Hall. Also an im- 
portant book in installments. Deals with Jack Hayes, Nelson Lee and 
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his adventures, Ruble, Jim Brennan, the Knights of the Gk>lden Circle, 
Cortina, and other famous figures, and events in Texas history. 

**Pen Pictures of the West,'' by Ira Hegmun. (See Saturday Journal, 
Vol. XII). This will be considered by some as the most important fea- 
ture of all. Assuredly it is one of the most valuable narratives of 
the men, life and conditions of the early West in existence. It is a book, 
of about 60,000 words.

kmtes; early railroad stories; feature articles dealing with conditions in 
the several Western States and territories from 1830 to date of publica- 
tion, (such as "The Bad Lands of Wyoming," bv Greely; and "The 
Story of Oklahoma's Evolution," by George Foster). 

Other pioneer figures whose biographies or adventures are extensively 
set forth include Johnny Appleseed, Ned Brady, Deaf Smith, Crockett, 
Wild Bill Hickok, Frank Powell and his brothers George and William, 
Buckskin Sam, Ben Thompson. Dr. Carver, Jack Crawford, Joe Rainbolt, 
California Joe, David Payne, Simon Kenton, Charlie Utter and Bowie. 

In addition the file contains hundreds of long serial stories descriptive 
of Western life, characters, customs and condi^ons, the scenes of which 
are laid in the various states and territories. There are biographies of 
many famous Americans in all walks of life. There are sketches and 
stories of wit and humor by Ed. Mott, Idsenbee, Bellaw, Will Patten, 
Gidley, Tom Morgan, Pelham, and their contemporaries. There are other 
historical narratives and stories (in addition to those mentioned) by 
Frank Converse, T. C. Harbaugh, H. S. Keller, Frank Powell, Mayne 
Reid, Waldo Brown, Col. J. E. Donovan, Arthur Meserve, Lieut. R. A. 
Swift, Col. Delle Sara, J. C. Cowdrick, Captain Howard Holmes, Arthur 
Grissom, Joseph Badger, Captain Whittaker, Prentiss Ingraham, John 
Clermont, A. H. Modricker, Albert Thompson, and scores of other writers 
who knew the West of their day, who lived its life, and painstakingly col- 
lected its still earlier history from the lips of preceding pioneers.

These proofs were part of the editorial office files of the publishing 
house, kept for its own use. Each bears a memorandum showing for 
M^hat it was drawn and used. A few of them also bear further instruc- 
tions to the composing-room regarding the relations of the pictures to 
the headlines and text. They were found and recovered by Dr. O'Brien 
after the firm had ceased to exist.

:17. SCRAP BOOK. A large, thick, folio scrap book in which 
pasted copies of about 1,500 of the western and other illustra- 
is used by the Beadle firm in its various publications. A mar- 
al note beside each shows where and when it was used. 

This collection was part of the editorial office records preserved by the^ 
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-publishers for their own use. It was traced and recovered bj Dr. O'Brien 
after the firm had ceased to exist. Among the pictures are portraits of 
Mayne Heid, Bruin Adams, Aiken, Buffalo Bill, Prentiss Ingraham and 
Texas Jack. Many of the illustrations were from drawings made by F. 
O. C. Darley, who, however, never signed the work he did for the Beadle 
house. His work is easily recognized by those familiar with his style. 

318. SCRAP BOOK. A large, thick, folio scrap book in which 
-;are pasted copies of about 1,000 of the western and other illustra- 
tions used by the Beadle firm. A margint^ note shows where and 
i^hen each was used. 

Like the former item, this collection was part of the Beadle editorial 
office records, and was similarly found. Among the pictures are portraits 
of Dr. Frank Powell, Cody, William L. Taylor and David Adams (of the 
firm). A large number of the illustrations in this book are from drawings 
made by Darley. 

319. SIGNBOARD. The original wooden signboard used by 
Beadle and Adams when they first started their publishing busi- 
ness in New York in 1859, at No. 141 William Street. It is a 
plain, simple board, 9 inches high and 48 inches in length, and con- 
tains nothing but the painted inscription: '' Beadle and Adams," 
in faded gilt on a black background. It was perhaps also used at 
.No. 137 William Street, when the firm removed to that location. 

Discovered by Dr. O'Brien in a downtown cellar in a vacant building, 
to which he had traced some broken and abandoned ofice furniture of 
the firm, after it had ceased to exist, and where the board had laid for 
a number of years. The board had evidently been preserved by the firm 
after it had been supplanted by the sign described in the next item. 

320. SIGNBOARD. The original wooden signboard which 
'Supplanted the one described in the preceding, and which was used 
-at No. 118 William Street, about 1866-7, and perhaps for a time 

thereafter. It is 24 inches high and 38 inches wide, and ccmtains 
the inscription : *' Beadle and Adams, Publishers, Upstairs," painted 
in gilt on a black background. The whole surrounded by a ribbed 
border. 

Found by Dr. O'Brien with the earlier board. 

321. SILVER. A heavy, silver-plated sardine dish 5^^ inches 

long and 4^^ inches wide, mounted on four legs. Body of dish 

surrounded by a broad engraved border, and beaded at top and 

bottom. Cover engraved, and with a fish-shaped handle. Engraved 

'** Beadle" on a side panel in old German letters.

322. SILVER. A set of six large, heavy, coin silver tablespoons, 
SYs inches in length; Colonial shape; date about 1820. Each en-
